Every day goes to <temonstrale the ab- 
soiate Decesiity tbero exists or providiag somo 
safe means or effecting the transport of gold 
from Unriboo to the lower country, vrhero it 
can be made use of. Nolwitlistaading the 
vrintBr sca8on,tlicrc lias been no cessation in tile 
jielil of our iniiiea. I'tuind alter pound weight 
ol tlic precious mclul continues to be tal<cn 
out of tlio claims worked, butstiiltbo country 
in general does not receive any benefit from 
tbc golden produce. Shut up in tlic valleys 
oF the Cariboo eonutry, under constant guard, 
tliere is estiniatcJ to bo half a million of dol- 
lars worth ol treasure — the greater portion of 
\rbich wuuld be transmitted to tills city if it 
ooald be , done with 'safety. The absence of 
the latter condition, however, still keeps it 
there, where it can do no earthly good to any 
ono. The conaequence \h that the mcrcantilo 
commiitiily siiiler, and with tliciii, of ccnrse, 
llif rest of the colony is affected to & greater 
or less degree. Few or no reinitlances from 
above, while tlie iiccesaily for remitting to 
creditors at San Francisco must couliiiuo to 
exist, will naturally have the effect of, to a 
oonaiJcrable exieiit, depleting the lower 
country of its circulating roedinm. Then we 
hear ol money being tiRht, nnd matters for 
tlio vhile wear a semi-gloomy aspect. Ol 
course other circumstances may contribute to 
this alato of things, besides that to which 
wo have alladed ; bub it will aerre to show 
how important bearing the free' transmis' 
slon oftho produce ol our mines has upon the 
oondiiion of the community. But there is 
no need lo dwell upon the evils entailed up- 
on the country thiough the absence of such a 
conveiiicuce as a gold escort would he. They 
have been long perceived and their remedy 
sought for time and again. But like cvery- 
thiDg*else in tbeso colonies, the laissez alter 
policy of the governing powers is not changed 
until lh« world hears the clamor. One 
would think they have now Iain long enough 
upon their oars, and that it is high tiaio they 
were doing something to show they \Tcrc alive. 
, The public present a problem before them 
nnd^ desire its solution. They ask the govern- 
ment to fulfil the duties devolving upon it as 
Ruch. The protpction of life and property 
of those exercising their lawful calling 
wilhin their jurisdiction is ono of these. The 
experience of last year demonsttntes whether 
or not the Government of British Columbia 
has been able and willing to do this at all 
events. Under ordinary circumstances no 
ono.donbts the saffioieney of their proleoting 
power; but where the temptation to commit 
crime for the sake of gain is extraordinary, 
ono can place but little dependence upon the 
shield of tlio Govcrnmbiit in fjues- 
lion. iXow they must do oao of two 
things — cilher make tho country safe 
where the risks are now extraordinary, 
or remove the danger and risk by assuming 
il Iheroselvea. The ona thej might elTecl, 
were the country thickly populated, by means 
of a numerons and eflicicnt police force; the 
otlicr they may do, under tho circiimstaiicc 
now oUlaining in the colony. The latter — the 
organization of an armed escort— is the most 
. feasible and, at the s'aiiie time, the most eco 
hoDiical. It; would also , answer tho same 
purposes as an cxtcnsivo police system , so 
far as the protection it would afford for the 
safo transp.iission of gold is concerned. A 
gold escort, then, the public ought to have; 
bill it nr.u.=;t bo one which will leave no rea- 
sonable ground for complaint. \Vc want 
rapid and. direct communio&lion between Ca- 
Tiboannd Victoria, as' the two extremos. To 
l!io latter place the greater portion of the 
iiiines must come, in payment lor goods or 
otherwise. From Victoria much of it, of 
course, will be due in California. It should, 
therefore, arrive often enough to meet the 
Calilornia steamer. To do this more cllcotu- 
ally, it must not slop at New Westminster, 
hut come through direct. Cold intended for 
assay or'deposlt with Iho Governmcnf, or for 
intermediate points on tho roulc, will, of 
course, furrn an e.xccption and go to ils degli- 
iintion. llad wo a safe, inpid and direct ea 
cort from tlio mines, a complete change 
would show itself in this community in a 
fery short time. Frospetitj would then be 
the normal state of things, instead of being 
evinced, aa is now often the case, in spasmo- 
dic adTancement, with temporary lulls.

Our ftllention Ims been directed hy some c f 
ciir tiauticnl [jcople to the increasing iinpor- 
tiince ofliLiving a lighlhousu at the month of 
our harbor. It appears that on theoccnsioii of 
thcnrrivnl oftho Naramissic offour harbor on 
Saturday nigbt, that a light vas observed 
nhend.

Il would 
not prevent Indians or boaling parties going 
np and down the coast from lighting camp- 
fires this side of Trial Ishmd. In fact, it 
would bo next to an imiiossibilily to prevent 
the latter. .So a lighthouse at tho mouth of 
,Our baihor appears to be the surest means to 
maka iho approaches thereto safe during tho 
night. A good light, well sitiialcd, llioro could 
be no mistaking it for a log-fire or a camp- 
fire. It would give every protection to the 
fliiippiiig that ia possible, and as tlie lonnagB 
ol our poit is conlinunlly on the increase, 
tho construction of suob o publie work be- 
comes donbly more essential.

Kditoii Hkitisii Colontst. — .Sin — In read- 
ing over yonv edituiiiil this day, I see that 
you do'jbt the trno grit or bravery of colored 
soldiers, and now, sir, let mo remind you of the 
fact, tliiit when the revolution broke out be- 
tween England and her colonics [the HlaUM],

1)1 tho con.<o(pienoo8 take Iboir departure 
from their prcsent'cotiifortable ijuartcrs' in 
^''ictori^, to rush up to the different creeks in 
the interior. Only let the many take time, 
and the lew who have valuable stake<i and 
plenty of provisions before tlii'in, vontare 
up unlil the season is advaiiceil, and tlien we 
may look and look wilh perlce; coiilidenee 
to the future. .Viiy other course, and dis- 
aster to indivjduala, and permi\nent injury to 
tho country will ' fesnlt. 'Besides, every one 
who has liad any e.vperionce of Cariboo 
knows loo well that the sjntng. when the 
snow is nielliiig under the inlhienoB of the 
sun's rays, is the most Iryiii;,' lime upon 
mining operations, and to a great D.vtent com- 
pels an abandonment of work for many weeks 
together. During this period also provisions 
cannot by any uiesins tliat has yet been 
invented, be laken in lo ^Villialns Creek or 
any otiier dista.it luealily, from the sul't at;ilo 
of the roads and o'.lier eaiues, ami if llie 
pressure then becomes great, scenes similar 
to lhai witn'eMd^Iastjyearroast un^ 
occur, and bundieds bo disappointed who 
otherwise would have been sure of succeed- 
ing in making a handsome relnrn for the 
time and capital expended.

i,J,Tlie wheal lirM.s id' Whidhy Ishmd are in 
line order, and ilic oiojis (^•mierally look well. 
At a inuileiaiu esliinUo lliere are about Ci,n)0 
acres ol » he.il, oals, hurley, and polakus 
uiuU r enltivalion there, a large |ioilion of the 
produce of whicli is eonsiimed al llic various 
logiting camps, and the remainder Hods a 
leady niatkel in Victoria. 

Complaints in reg.ird lo the irregularity of 
ihe mails appear to be universal on *the 
I'acillc coast ut picsent, and tho disease has 
become chronic. The people of Island county 
have probably mure cause to grumble than tlie 
inhabitants of any oilier portion of the Terri- 
tory. Tho mails are, or sh uld be, brought 
by a sloop which leaver Port .Mailisoii onco a 
week, but thi') vessel appears lo be gener- 
ally umlor weigh before llio arrival uf the 
steamer from Olyinpia, so lhat when wo re 
eeive any paper.-! lliey are useless, having 
lieeii antieipali-d by express.
